FAIR GROUNDS, CHICAGO, 


May 2».—One hundred and twenty-five 
thousand people, after a week of toil, 
came to the World's fair grounds yes- 
terday, and with souls freed from care 
drank inspiring music and feasted their 
eyes upon the artistic and natural 
beauties of the White city, while their 
minds were Improved by studying the 
works of genious and industry. It was 
the first open Sunday, and It was a suc- 
cess. 


The sabbath sun was but two hours 


old when the people began to come 
into the grouuds. All modes of trans- 
portation brought their quotas and 
from the steamer piers aud the rail- 
roads came long lines of people. But 
the masses did not begin to arrive un- 
til after noon 
Beginning about a 


o'olock the multitude flocked into the 
grounds at every gate, and by t o'clock 
60,000 people were inside the enclosure. 
The people kept on coming the entire 
afternoon and overflowed into Mid- 
way plaisauce, whose every show was 
crowded until the attendance mark 
had been elevated to 100,000 
After 


dark the grounds were lighted up 
and this, together with other features 
of the illumination, attracted (till 
more, and when the crowds were 
about ready to go home a conservative 
estimate placed their number for the 
day and evening at 125,000 It was an 
orderly, well-dressed crowd, who WP e 
evidently of the opinion that it had al- 
roady been kept away from itb property 
altogether too long, and they took po«»- 
eessiou in the name of "Toilers' day." 


The music during the day was of an 


elevating character and the band 
stands were surrounded by large 
crowds which grew enthusiastic over 
Schubert's "Serenade," aselection from 
"Lohengren," Gronoud's sacred Bong 
"There is a Green Hill Far Away," 
Wagner's "Hail, Bright Abode," the 
good old hymn 'Nearer My God to 
Thee" and the Coronation march from 
Meyerber's "Le Prophet." The mu^ic 
which was continuous from 1*30 in the 
afternoon until 10 at night was furn- 
ished by Sousa's, the Chicago and Cin- 
cinnati 
bands.

The mem- 


bers of the great American Union were 
estranged on the dawn when the Gos- 
pel of peace and good will is preached 
from the Christian pulpit 
The multi- 


tude of visitorb did not throng the state 
circle, and the few thousands who 
passed that way were not disappointed 
apparently to fiud many of the build- 
ings closed. There was so much else 
to see that was more attractive than 
the Inside of the state buildings, most 
of winch are made up only of so many 
reception rooms, the exhibits being in 
the big buildings that were thrown 
rpcn 


A few of the state commissioners 


were left no alternative but to close 
the doors of their buildings as the 
legislatures had so ordered, but tho 
groat majority of the state boards 
acted on their own authority in refus- 
ing admission to visitors. The doors 
of fifteen state and territorial buildings 
were locked for this day only, and visi- 
tors were generally informed to this 
eifect by cards. Missouri, Delaware, 
New York, Virginia, West Virginia, 
Pennsylvania, New Hampshire, Khode 
Island, 
New Jersey, 
Connecticut, 


Maryland and Massachusetts, were 
among the building of \\ Inch the peo- 
ple obtained only an outside view. 


The 
influence of the 
Angelican 


church was seen by the visitors who 
desired to enter the buildings erected 
by Great Britain and her majesty's col- 
onies. All were closed tight, and no 
person could even be seen inside, which 
was not the case with the "closed' 
Btate buildings. The great carved oak 
doors of Victoria house were shut, al 
though the Union Jack floated from the 
roof. Canada's flag was fly ing also, but 
the doors were closed, and not even a 
sign was put out for visitors to read 
New South Wales supplemented th« 
"closed to-day" sign with the following 
unnecessary words: "Keep out This 
means you " Eveu at the India build 
ing, which is chiefly a private com 
mercial enterprise, the "closed" sign 
was hung out.

Opening a copy of a Chicago Sunday 


morning' paper he spread it over one 
nd of the wash stand which stood in 
ront of the looking gloss. On the 
taper he placed a towel and razor 
vhich he had take^i trom his valise 
'hen placing the washbowl just in 
rout of the mirror, whoie it would 
atch the blood which might flow, he 
licked up the razor and drew it across 
ds throat, almost severing- the jugular 
•ein, the mirror [serving- to guide his 
hand 
He then replaced the razor on 


he paper aod leaning over the bowl 
allowed the blood to flow into it, while 
vith the towel he evidently endeav- 
>red to prevent the blood f i om staia- 
ng his clothing 


Ilefore his stiength loft him entirely 


IP walked across the room to the bed, 
larryang a heavy water jar half full of 
vater in such a position that the blood 
roin the terrible wound in his neck 
would fall into it. , He retained strength 
enough to quietly put the jar down 
again before he fell ovei on his bed 
ace downward and expired 
Millburn came to the hotel Saturday

Hanway died at his home here Friday 
night, aged 73 He was a distinguished 
Mason, a member of the Pittsburgh 
Valley (Penn.) consistory of the thirty 
second degree, and was an honorary 
member of every masonic lodge in 
Pennsylvania.

\vho was ever tried for treason against 
the United States, on which charge he

When he became a mac he began doing 
business for hfanseU and was given exten 
eive credit by the ooontry merchants 
who, opon demanding a settlement, were 
confronted by cleverly forged reoripts, 
which they hesitated in acknowledging 
Civil and criminal prosecutions ensued, 
and to best hie proseouton the negro 
employed a Logan Bounty lawyer, F. H 
Oappa, who encoeeded in keeping him 
out of prison, at an enormous expense to 
his father and the counties of Logan 
and Taaewell.

the attorney who defended him $1,000, 
and he attempted to pay htm like be 
and others.

A PATHETIC SUICIDE. 


A Son of Milburn, the Eloquent 


Blind. Preacher, Cnta Hie 


Throat at Chicago. 


F. H. Milbnrn, 30 years of age, and 
he son of W. H. Milburn, the famous 
blind chaplain ot the House of Repre- 
sentatives at Washington, committee 
suicide Sunday in Chicago by cutting 
lia throitt with a razor. 


A letter found in his room is thought 


to explain the the cause of the suicide 
;t was dated at Jacksonville, 111., Ma] 
26. 1893 In it the blind preacher pa- 
ihetieally tells his son that ha cannot 
send him any money, ae it is required, to 
use hie own words: "All my pitiful in- 
come to support my family which ere 
with m9 at Jacksonville." The letter 
goes on to say that the Jacksonville home 
e full, and there is no accommodation 
'or "Fleet," as his father called him. I 
closes with the hope that his son wilt get 
work in Chicago arjd succeed. 


Milburn committed suicide in the mos 


deliberate manner. 
He made a gaub 


across bis tin-out almost severing bis jag 
nlar aod then leaned over a wash basin 
jto which be allowed tbe blood to flow 
Its body was found on tbe bed.
